NOTICE    OF   ESTABLISHMENT   AND   PROMULGATION    OF   A 
STANDARD   FOR   OPAQUE   ROSIN 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
by  section  3  of  the  naval  stores  act,  approved  March  3,  1923  (42  Stat. 
1436),  and  after  three  months  notice  of  the  proposed  standard  having 
been  given  to  the  trade,  as  far  as  practicable,  and  due  hearings  and 
reasonable  opportunity  to  be  heard  having  been  afforded  those  favor- 
ing or  opposing  the  same,  I,  W.  M.  Jar  dine,  do  hereby  establish,  pro- 
mulgate, and  give  public  notice  of  the  United  States  standard  for 
opaque  rosin,  effective  May  15,  1926. 

UNITED    STATES    STANDARD    FOR    OPAQUE    ROSIN 

Opaque  Rosin  is  rosin  which  because  of  its  turbid,  murky,  or  cloudy  appearance 
can  not  be  graded  under  the  other  United  States  standards.  The  grade  of  such 
rosin  shall  be  designated  by  the  letters  "OP,"  together  with  the  designation 
"gum  rosin"  or  "wood  rosin,"  as  the  case  may  be.
